Drawings 

The drawing is objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) because it 
does not include reference signs, such as numbers, that identify the various 
components of the invention. These reference signs must also appear in the 
specification after a corresponding component is discussed. Corrected drawing sheets 
in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. Note the use of the reference numbers in the patents 
cited by the examiner, which identify the various components of the inventions. For 
example, the handle of the guard in this application could be identified as handle 3 and 
the handle depicted in the figure could be identified with the number 3. 

Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an application must be 
labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 
CFR 1 .121(d).

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 



Claim 1 is rejected as failing to define the invention in the manner required by 35 
U.S.C. 112, second paragraph. 

The claim(s) are narrative in form and replete with indefinite and functional or 
operational language. The structure which goes to make up the device must be clearly 
and positively specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in such a 
manner as to present a complete operative device. The claims must be in one 
sentence form only. Note the format of the claims in the patents cited. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the baisis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale In this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
states. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Morgan US 
Patent No. 2,966,339. * 

Morgan discloses a bolt in radiator debris screen 5, 6, 7, 8, which will prevent 
stones and bugs from damaging the radiator and engine of a car. See Figure 1 and 
column 2, lines 16-72. This screen can be fit to the front of each model of a car or truck 
for which the screen is specifically designed. 

Also, the statements in the claim that describe how the screen functions and how 
it is intended to be used do not distinguish the claimed invention from the prior art. An 
established principle of U. S. patent law is that claims directed to apparatus must be 
distinguished from the prior art in terms of structure rather than function. In re Danly, 
120 USPQ 528, 531 (CCPA 1959). "[A]pparatus claims cover what a device /s, not 
what it cfoes." Hewlett-Packard Co, v, Bausch & Lomb Inc., 15 USPQ2d 1525. 1528 
(Fed. Cir. 1990). (emphasis in original). Furthermore, claims containing a "recitation 
with respect to the manner in which a claimed apparatus is intended to be employed 
does not differentiate the claimed apparatus from a prior art apparatus" if the prior art 
apparatus teaches all of the structural limitations of the claims. Ex parte Masham, 2 
USPQ2d 1647 (Bd. Pat. App. & Inter. 1987). Thus, an amendment to the claim should 
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emphasize the physical structure of the radiator debris guard, rather than how the 
device is intended to operate. 



Conclusion 

The prior art nnade of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Garver, Dreier, ihde, Warner, Meyer, Schmidt, Mittendorf et al., 
Johnson et al., Ivie, Sr, Pueyo, Jaramillo et al., Manze, III, and Whitworth each disclose 
radiator debris guards.
